Marcel, ON4QM, is expected to arrive September 5th, 
and if all goes well, he will be on the air from the Yasawa group as 
3D2MD. This is just a start of a 3 month Pacific tour. He plans to 
travel to Tarawa in West Kiribati (T30), Tuvalu (T2), Niue (ZK2), Nauru 
(C2), Tokelau (ZK3) and the Republic of Tonga (from the Ha' Apai group 
using the call A35DM). Marcel will end his travels by returning back to 
Fiji before heading home. 

Special note: Exotic full color cards are being printed soon for 
Marcel's S92QM operation from last May from both Sao Tome and Principe 
Islands. The cards will be processed upon Marcel's return from Fiji, 
supposedly at the end of November.

The 
original sources (JA3GEP/DG6MGP) said this operation will take place at 
the end of August, while some other sources state it will be at the end 
of September. Nevertheless, Kuruja will stay on the island until the 
middle or end of November. The best hours to look for him are 1300-1400z 
and 2000-2100z. 


0JO, MARKET REEF. DX/Contest orientated club, OH1AF, will start to be 
active as OH1AF/0J0 around October 6th and be on the air for about one 
week. They will be active on RTTY/CW/SSB: All bands, 6 meters, VHF/UHF

T32RA will 
be used during the RTTy Contest. QSL home calls. 


TT8, CHAD. There has been quite a bit of erroneous info printed about 

Ken, WA40BO's trip to Chad. The following information is direct from Ken 
himself: Ken's trip had originally been planned to begin this week, but 
has been delayed due to several factors. It is now planned for mid 
October. He will leave between October 10th to 15th for 2-3 weeks with 
about 4 full days of operating around the time of the CQ WW SSB DX 
Contest. He will operate when he gets time from his job duties (consulting 
to the cotton industry there).

VP8SSI CARDS. Tony, WA4JQS, reported at the New Orleans DX Convention 
that the VP8SSI cards have not yet been received from Japan. Labels are 
already printed.
